Floods 


Flash floods and mudslides 
ea killed scores of South 

Americans during several 
days of severe weather that struck a 
wide area from Rio de Janeiro to 
northwestern Argentina. At least 30 
people were killed after a river of 
mud and water devastated several 
Argentine towns north of Cordoba. 
In Brazil, a six-hour tempest set off 
flash flooding around Rio. A family of 
seven was buried alive by a mud- 
slide as they slept in the nearby 
mountain resort of Teresopolis. 

Torrential rains also hit hard inthe 
Caribbean. Widespread flooding in 
Puerto Rico claimed at least 20 lives 
and forced more than 800 people 
from their homes. 

Massive flooding in parts of Texas 
receded, but polluted floodwaters 
flowing into Galveston Bay put more 
than 80 percent of the state’s most 
productive oyster reefs off limits to 
fishermen. Heath officialsdon'tknow 
how long it will be before it will be 
safe to start harvesting the shellfish 
again. 


Tropical Storms 


Tropical cyclone Axel 
lashed several of the Caro- 
line Islands with winds of 
upto 110 miles per hour and hazard- 
ous ocean waves. The storm was 
stillgaining strength late in the week. 
The New Hebrides were pounded 
by high surf and gale-force winds 
from tropical cyclone Betsy as it 
skirtedthe South Pacificisland group. 
A weak and disorganized tropical 
cyclone Mark formed over the Gulf of 
Carpentaria in northern Australia. 
In the Indian Ocean, tropical cy- 
clone Bryna lost force as it passed 
between Madagascar andthe French 
island territory of Reunion.

Is itinborn in humans to lie about whether we 
were asleep when the phone rang and woke us up? No 
matter what time of day or night the call comes in, we 
are ashamed to admit we were napping. If people were 
computers, “No” would be the default to the question 
“Did I wake you?” Why is it embarrassing to admit we 
sometimes take a lie-down? 

What gets us in trouble is our hearing, the 
faculty that works best while we slumber. Awakened 
out of a deep sleep by the sound of the phone ringing, 
the human being can’t see or feel.
